From  the 

Rabbi's  Desk 

any  years  ago,  the  late  Dr. 
Pinhas  Peli  wrote  a 
fascinating  piece  in  the 
Jerusalem  Post  on  the 
subject  of  Judaism  and 
dogs.  Historically,  Jews  like 
the  Arabs,  were  not  fond  of  dogs  for 

various  reasons, 
for  it  was  felt 
that  they  were  a 
particularly 
unclean  animal. 

In  fact,  we 
can  find  both 
favorable  and 
unfavorable 
references  in 
ancient  and  modern  Jewish  writings. 
The  Torah  (Exodus  11:6-7)  informs  us 
that  no  dog  barked  when  the  Israelites 
left  Egypt  and,  as  a  reward  (Exodus 
22:30),  treifah  or  non-kosher  meat  was 
to  be  cast  to  them  for  keeping  silent  at 
that  time. 

There  is  a  wonderful  story  in  the 
Jerusalem  Talmud  (Terumot  8,  3)  of  a 
certain  butcher  who  used  to  sell  treifah 
meat  passing  it  off  as  kosher.  Once 
when  inebriated  he  fell  off  the  roof  of 
his  house  and  died.  When  dogs 
gathered  to  lick  his  blood,  Rabbi 
Hanina  remarked  that  they  should  not 
be  driven  away  as  they  were  only 
reclaiming  what  the  butcher  had  stolen 
from  them.  The  non-kosher  meat 
belonged  to  them! 

Negative  remarks  include  the 
Prophet  Isaiah  (56:11),  who  calls  dogs 
greedy,  and  the  Talmud  (Pesahim  113b) 
"...  a  dog  in  the  house  drives  away 
kindness  and  fear  of  the  Lord  because  it 
scares  away  the  meek  and  the  beggars,” 
and  the  Midrash  (Exodus,  Rabbah  42) 
“...the  dog  is  the  boldest  and  most 
insolent  of  animals.” 

Obviously,  an  argument  can  be  made 
for  both  points  of  view,  and  1  have  only 
mentioned  a  few  of  numerous 
statements  on  the  subject. 


In  conclusion,  it  is  worth  noting  that 
in  the  Talmud  dogs  serve  as  a 
seismograph  to  report  on  the  state  of  the 
world.  Thus  (Baba  Kamma  60a)  informs 
us  that  “when  the  dogs  cry  it  is  a  sign  that 
the  angel  of  death  is  in  town,  and  when 
they  laugh  it  is  a  sign  that  Elijah,  the 


messenger  of  good  tidings,  is  in  town.” 

I  pray  that  the  laughing  dogs  of  our 
congregation  may  be  harbingers  of  the 
redemption  and  the  days  of  the  Messiah 
for  whom  we  wait.

This  month  I  would  like  to  tell  you 
about  three  programs  that  we  have  in 
our  school: 

Shabbat  B'yachad 
(Shabbat  Together) 
Programs 

habbat  provides  a  wonderful 
opportunity  for  families  to  learn 
and  spend  time  together  at  the 
Synagogue.  Five  or  six  times 
during  the  year,  parents  of 
Gimel,  Doled,  Hay,  Vox  and 
MATAN  sheni  students  are  required  to 
join  their  children  for  a  two-hour 
program  on  Shabbat  morning,  10:00 
am-12:00  noon.  These  special 
Shabbat  B’yachad  Programs  take  the 
place  of  regular  Shabbat  classes  and 
Junior  Congregation.  Each  Shabbat 
B’yachad  involves  a  family  learning 
service  led  by  a  member  of  the  Clergy, 
as  well  as  educational  programming  for 
both  parents  and  children.  Some  of 
these  programs  involve  Beit  Midrash- 
style  learning  (traditional  study  from 
Jewish  sources),  some  will  include 
cultural  performances,  others  will 
feature  our  annual  events  such  as  the 
Zimriyah  (song  festival)  and  the  P.A.S.

Lomdim  B'yachad 
(Learning  Together) 
Programs 

omdim  B’yachad  is  a  series  of 
adult-education  programs  for 
parents  of  students  in  Gan,  Alef 
and  Bet.  These  programs  are 
designed  to  help  our  parents 
take  time  in  their  busy 
schedules  to  do  some  Jewish  learning 
of  their  own,  and  to  become  better 
informed  about  what  their  children 
are  learning  at  P.A.S.  These  sessions 
take  place  when  their  children  are  in 
class  and  are  co-led  by  Sarah  Gribetz, 
director  of  Adult  &  Family 
Education,  and  me.

Nitzanim 

itzanim  is  the  synagogue’s 
Shabbat  morning  service  for 
children  in  kindergarten 
through  2nd  grade.  It  takes 
place  every  Saturday  morning, 
11:00  am  -  12:00  noon  that 
The  Congregational  School  is  in  session, 
and  is  expertly  and  enthusiastically  led 
by  Beth  Schlossberg,  a  member  of  the 
Congregational  School  and  Family 
Education  faculties.  Students  in  Gan, 
Alef  and  Bet  are  required  to  attend 
three  Nitzanim  services  together  with 
their  parents  during  the  school  year.
